OLD BOOKS WITH NEW TITLE-PAGES. 


The Bookfinder, of London, boldly touches 
upon a subject which, notwithstanding its inti- 
mation, has come up for discussion more than 
nce, especially in that portion of the press which 
has most to do with books and book-producers. 
We quote from Zhe Bookfinder as follows : 


“The practice of putting new title-pages to old 
books has been in use for years, and by force of 
example is steadily increasing. The addition of 
anew date appeared for a time to be considered 
sutficient, but of late years, grown bolder by 
jegrees, many of our publishers, including some 
in the highest standing, have taken to adding 
Second edition,’ when the only alteration from 
(he original work is the addition of these words 
and a change of date. This refers principally to 
scientific works, From every point of view this 
Practice is indefensible. It is misleading to the 
public and the retailer, and amounts to nothing 
more or less than a fraud. 

‘We challenge all the offenders in this respect 
to answer this question: Why do you put ‘ Sec- 
- edition’ on the title of your book and date 
‘tthe present year, when it is the fac-simile of 
ne first edition published some years ago ? 

_' There can be but one answer. We shall be 
‘old that it is the custom of the trade, and that it

sane true answer is, ‘Because we wish the 
POC to believe it is a revised and improved edi- 
‘on and brought up to date.’ 

| Now we contend this is as bad as the dairy-

sells you the morning paper for the evening spe- 
cial. The last offence is punishable by imprison- 
ment, but as far as we know, no one has yet even 
dared to raise his voice against this iniquitous 
practice of the publishers. 

‘* We have beentold that no publishers will ad- 
vertise with us after the appearance of this article. 
Perhaps that accounts for the silence on the point 
of that portion of the press who have most to do 
with books and book producers. We, however; 
refuse to believe it, and think that when the pub- 
lishers fully recognize the gravity of the offence, 
it will speedily become a thing of the past. Our 
publishers as a body are upright and honorable 
gentlemen, and we look to them with confidence 
to abandon the present pernicious practice with- 
out more ado. 


In the case of works of so-called literature 
it generally makes very little difference whether 
the title-page tells the truth or not. It is quite 
different, however, with scientific literature. In 
this progressive age changes are rapidly made in 
every department of science, and, as a rule, the 
publisher keeps abreast of these changes, modifi- 
cations and improvements, by the reissue again 
and again of old books to which new matter has 
been added, and which frequently are partially 
reset, forming practically new books on their sub- 
jects. This is what a student expects to get when 
he finds a standard work announced to be in a 
new edition. Unfortunately there are some 
unscrupulous enough to label a book as a new 
edition, when in reality nothing is new in the 
book excepting the date. We have in mind an 
American reprint of a famous French cook-book 
which, from time to time, is announced as “a 
new and revised edition.” Asa matter of fact it 
was printed from ‘a new and revised edition,” 
but since then the work has passed through ten 
more editions ; and, though the author of the 
book is now dead, will probably go through ten 
more editions. The latest French edition of this 
work has for years been as little like its ‘“ new 
and revised’ American namesake as the present 
issue of Webster’s Unabridged Dictionary is like 
the reprint of the 1847 edition. We know the 
same to be true, though not in such an aggra- 
vated form, of scientific and medical works 
published abroad as well as in this country. 
This practice is pernicious and, asthe Bookfinder 
rightly says, ‘‘ amounts to nothing more or less 
than fraud.” 

Juggling with title-pages, by the way, isa trick 
as old almost as the art of printing. It wascom- 
plained of in Italy before 1550; and shortly after 
that Johannes Gymnicus, of Cologne, was charged 
with the practice when reissuing the writings 
of Leonhard Thurneyser. Ludwig Elsevier, of 
Antwerp, the founder of the reputed firm of 
printers, was an arch-offender in this direction. 
He helped along the sale of his 1615 edition of 
‘* Meursius ” and his 1616 edition of “ Aristotle’’

A publishing house in New York is out with a circular in which they call attention to ‘‘ Our mew and one Ameri- 
can Edition of the Popular Henty Boys’ Books,’’ which they are pleased to term ‘t Unauthorized.” 

We contend, in the absence of an International Copyright law, we need no more authority to publish any foreign 
copyright than do other publishers. 

We have always been and are in favor of any equitable law or plan by which the rights of authors may be pro- 
tected, and will willingly co-operate with other houses to bring about such a law; but until it is brought about we 
do not intend to ask any authority to publish any and every book we may feel disposed to. 

As to their threat to sell below our price, they ought to know us better than to put out any such statement. 
What is to hinder our selling below them again? and the public will be the gainers. ; 

But apart from the question of copyright is the Trade courtesy we have always religiously observed ; namely, 
where an American house has commenced the publishing of any series of author’s works, we have abstained from 
any interference; we did so in the present case. We found on full inquiry, that no American edition was in the 
market, and we did not conceive that because one firm had imported a supply of these books, that we were thereby 
restricted, by right or courtesy, from publishing an American edition ; such an absurd plea would shut out all the 
cheap reprints in the market. 

Be that as it may, we have made an entirely new set of plates of these books from new type, together with the 
characteristic illustrations, and are publishing them at a fair price; and it is a question for The Pudlic and The 
Trade now, whether they will support ws, who print the books in this country, or prefer to favor foreign manu- 
facturers.
